The land scrip above desctibed repre- 
sent! Cro*u land, into which it ii con- 
vertible at the holder 1 * pleoiure , but the 
wriler view* il at representing money 
alto, into whieh it U convertible 
if Ihe holder wants money, and 
not land. Ha therefore aaiumet 
that captains and owner* of via- 
a* la in England will accept Ihe scrip 
at io much Mttage -money ; and thai 
capitalist! and farmer* coming hither 
with a view to the purchaai of land, 
could thus bring out labourer* and ser- 
vant* free of expense. " Every i nastier 
who required a homettetd would be 
obliged to import labour wbereby to ob- 
tain esrip, or purchase scrip from then* 
who bad imported labour." " To obtain

It will thetefate follow, 
thai our watte landt will be exchanged 
for immi gratia a only; and that ihe terri- 
torial rrrenur, or Uat] j'vnri, will receive 
no contribution! from tbit source, bat 
will be made up of quit-renti, leases, Ac, 
The atrip will thus be i tamped with a real 
market value, provided the commodity 
they represent be in sufficient demand. 
Here the high Parliamentary minimum
